THE PLOT TO KILL THE TSAR, 


I have been made acquainted, wrote the 
correspondent of the Stan tard, with tho follow. 
ing details of the plot against tho Tsar, of 
which an outline was given by M. Stolypin, the 
Premier, tothe Duma, Those partioulars show 
the fertility of resource and the deadly intensity 
of purpoko which characteriza the Tarroris'. or- 
ganization. The information, which is der:vod 
from Court circles at Tsirskoe Selo, indicates 
that the conapirators aimed not only at tha life 
of his Majesty but ot that of hia infant son, the 
Tsarevich (born Joly 30, 1994), A Russian 
girl stndont and ‘revolutionary tasde tha 
aoqaaintance of a Covgaok of the “ Convoy,” as 
the bodyguard of the Tvar is termed. Sha 
“converted” the soldier, as abe thought, to 
revolutionary principles, and offered him {803 
if he would attempt the life of his Imperial 
master, the Tsar, and that of the ‘Tsarevich, 
The assassination wos to ba accomplished on 
April 2, when tho-Cossack's turn came to guard!

Chinese Classica are not all forged, and 
several learned men‘have taken a part in the 
disoussion, Mr. Kingamill, of Shanghai Iate 
Presidont of the North China Branch of the 
Royal Asiatic Suciety in that Chinese _fatdle- 
ment, has suggested a Sanskrit origin for the 
fomous Confucian classic of the Odes, Mr. 
anéther scholar profonndlly 
veraed in the lore and luanguaya af tho 
Celcntiala and Chiness Professor at Cambridge, 
haw attacked the celebrated Taoist work: Lao- 
teo and tried tu prove it a forgery. a 

Now Mr. Allen, who in by the way, a imis- 
sionary, goes further .and expresses the 
opinion that the well-known work of Monciurg 
was forged by Szma Tsien - who fraudulently 
mannfactured the namo Mencius from a town 
which is now.o treity port: near the French 
frontier of Toxkin, there having been no real 
person of that nama famous in Chinese 
philosophy and religion. Bat Mr, Allon Zoos 
still furthor and saya that (hia &2ma ‘Tuien 
practically forged noarly the whole classical 
literature of China! If he was the forgar, then 
he inuet bo-ovidently an extraordinarily clover 
man. The question, which Mr G. W. Parker, 
anothor Ivarned sobolar, but, on the opposito side 
in this controversy, asks, naturally arises, 
whence did this Sama Tyion acquire the literary 
art to compose a whole literature, admittedly 
varied and profound, all by} himself? Mr. 
Parker rather unkindly calls Mr. Allen's book 
‘dreadfully unreadable” and gaya it is “im- 
possiblo from beginuing to end, with soarcoly 
an orthodox line in it." Tho latter atatemont 
is quife true as’ Mr. Allen is vory heterodox, 
aud from a literary point of view quite 
eccontric, 

But as we (Bombay Gazette) have said, ho ig 
not alone in this hoterodoxy, as he bas several 
English Sinologuos with him, But it is a sign 
of somo progress that such an abstruse question 
is boing discurs+d nowadays and that, too, in a 
book publishel by the S.P.C.K,, which hoa an 
object in this. This Society thinks that it pro- 
motes Christian knowledge by trying to show 
that tha main works expounding the Chinase- 
religion are forgeries.» But even if they be. 
forgeries, util] thoy aro pretty ancient, for the 
forger flourished 2,00 years ago.
